a ground-engaging base having a toe platform, a mid- 
section platform and a heel platform; 

a flexible hinge extending between the toe and mid-section 
platforms; 

a first spring extending from the toe platform to a support 
shank, wherein the support shank is disposed above the platforms 
so as to be generally positioned above an ankle area of the foot; 

a second spring extending from the support shank to the 
mid-section platform; and 

a third spring extending from the support shank to the heel 
platform. 
Claim 7 has been cancelled.

None of the Prior Art discloses and/or suggests a prosthetic foot comprising three springs, 
a toe platform, a mid-section platform, a heel platform, a flexible hinge between the toe platform 
and the mid-section platform, and the specific locality of each spring (i.e., first spring extending 
from the toe platform to a support shank, etc.). It should be noted that each of claims 1, 20, and 
27 claims the support shank as being "generally positioned above an ankle area of the foot".
